Invention II has separate 
utility in that the claimed devices can use photonic crystals of unspecified structure, in particular, 
of structure not identical to and not made by the same process as that of Invention I. See MPEP

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
